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Flu cases on the up in Bridport 


FLU cases in Bridport are on the rise but have not 
reached epidemic levels according to the Dorset 
County Council. 

NHS Dorset have stated that the levels of flu are 
in keeping with the winter season but admitted that 
the HINI Swine Flu virus was one of the common 
strains of flu across the county this year. 

The Swine Flu virus has hit national headlines 
again this winter having been responsible for 36 of 
the 39 flu related deaths in the UK in 2010. 

A further 12 people were killed by the virus last 
week and in all but one case the victim was under 
the age of 65, in four of the cases the victim was 
under five. 

A number of swine flu cases have been diagnosed 
in Bridport but both the county council and the 

WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW 

THE flu virus is spread in the small droplets of 
saliva coughed or sneezed into the air by an 
infected person. 

It can also spread if someone with the virus 
touches common surfaces such as door handles 
with unwashed hands. 

Preventing the spread of germs is the most 
effective way to slow the spread of flu. 

To reduce the risk of spreading or catching flu: 

• Always carry a tissue; 

• Cover your cough and sneeze with a tissue; 

• Bin the tissue as soon as possible; 

• Clean your hands as soon as you can or use a 
sanitiser gel.

NHS have denied any variation from winter trends. 

A Dorset County Council spokesman said that 
they were anticipating a further rise in flu cases 
when schools return this week. 

They said: “We are not currently experiencing a 
flu epidemic in Bridport or across Dorset. The num¬ 
bers of cases are increasing but they are not partic¬ 
ularly unusual for what we would expect at this 
time of year. 

“In the South West we are doing nothing differ¬ 


ently to what is being done nationally. You should 
wash your hands and throw away any used tissues 
to avoid spreading the virus. 

“Vulnerable groups are encouraged to contact 
their GP about receiving the combined flu vaccine. 
Our care staff who come into contact with vulner¬ 
able people are also being vaccinated. 

“The county council is working closely with NHS 
Dorset and the Health Protection Agency and keep¬ 
ing a watching brief on the situation.” 

Consultant in Public Health with NHS Dorset 
Rachel Partridge said that taking good hygiene 
measures was the key to preventing the spread of 


the illness. She said: “Flu is a highly infectious ill¬ 
ness which can spread rapidly through the coughs 
and sneezes of infected people. 

“The best way of preventing the spread of flu is to 
take good hygiene measures. This is equally im¬ 
portant in reducing the spread of other illnesses 
such as Norovirus. 

“Getting a flu jab gives you good protection and 
lasts for the whole year. If you are 65 or over or of 
any age and suffer from a long term condition that 
puts you at greater risk from the effects of flu, 
please contact your surgery to make an appoint¬ 
ment”.

■ WHAT do you like most about Bridport? 

The nicest thing about Bridport is its community spirit. 
It’s still maybe 20 years behind the rest, it’s like walking 
back in time. You could almost say it’s a time warp. In 
this day and age it’s fairly unique and I think that’s why 
people come down here to retire. Some places seem to 
have lost their identity but Bridport seems to have re¬ 
tained it and that’s its quality. 

■ WHAT would you like to change about the town? 

In some ways I hope it doesn’t get too much bigger. In 
other words I hope we don’t have masses of more people 
arriving here because we will begin to lose that unique¬ 
ness of what it is. It’s growing quietly but not drastically, 
unlike Dorchester for example which has exploded. 

■ WHAT was your best Christmas present this year? 

To be honest my best Christmas present is actually having 
a day at home with the family. 

■ WHAT was the must have toy in your shops this 
Christmas? 

I suppose Lego was the best selling toy. It seems to be 
having a resurgence actually, there was a period when it 
went away but now it is coming back stronger and 
stronger. I think people are going more for older values. 
There is something in Lego, it’s a toy that never dates. As 
long as kids have got imagination it will always be here. 

■ WHAT is your New Year's resolution? 

I hadn’t really thought about it to be honest. I don’t 
smoke, I enjoy a glass of wine or two but I have no inten¬ 
tion of giving it up. I think I’ll just carry on as I am. 

■ DO you have any goals for 2011 ? 

I’d probably like to go back to playing golf and getting 
my handicap down. It was 19 but it won’t be now, it will 



be more like 50 I think. We bought a house a few years 
ago, which needed a lot of work doing to it so I had to 
give up the golf. 


■ WHAT do you think the golf facilities are like in 
West Dorset? 

They are very good. We have a very good golf course in 
Bridport and there are several around the area as well in 
Lyme Regis, Halstock, Cheddington, Came Down. The 
world’s your oyster if you’re a golfer really. 
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■ YOU always make a big effort with your Christmas 
lights, what did you think of Bridport's lights this 
year? 

I think it’s a real shame, and it’s a big gripe here, that na¬ 
tional shops notably don’t put more effort into some sort 
of display. If they can’t afford it then how do they expect 
individuals to do it. 

Generally they take a lot of money out of the town but it 
doesn’t get injected back in. It would be nice if they made 
a bit more effort. I think the town looked very patchy un¬ 
fortunately. It doesn’t cost a fortune and it doesn’t take 
much. 

■ WHAT would you like to see happen with the 
Christmas lights? 

To be honest it would be perhaps nice if we could maybe 
do something a little different, get away from the Christ¬ 
mas trees and do something a bit more entertaining, ex¬ 
otic, diverse. The Christmas trees are getting a little staid. 
I like to do something a little different. We’ve got lovely 
streets, we’ve got a fantastic town, it would be nice to do 
something a bit more, either side of the town hall to gee 
it up and give it a bit more vibrancy and light. It’s amaz¬ 
ing what a difference that can make. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

One would be Peter Ustinov because I think he was an 
absolutely fascinating and talented man. For a bit of 
glamour I’d have Mariah Carey because I think she’s fan¬ 
tastic and she can sing. The other person would be my fa¬ 
ther-in-law Peter Riglar because if he couldn’t keep the 
evening going then nobody could.

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ViewLetters Old Swan pub still in limbo 


A BIZARRE'auction'occurred in Toller Porcorum for 
The Old Swan pub last month. 

Firstly, the building is seriously dilapidated after 
12 years of closure; secondly, having stressed 
keenness to sell, Palmers unusually fore-shortened 
the normal bidding process by stating the reserve 
price up-front, cutting-off any starting bids below; 
thirdly, they announced this reserve price to be al¬ 
most as high as their'guide price'-just 6 per cent 
below in fact. 

Instead of identifying a 'highest bidder' by en¬ 
abling a full bidding process to occur, Palmers'ac- 
tion cut this short, and in fact cut it out. The first 
person to shout-out a starting bid was told it was 
invalid as it was below £165,000! The normal bid¬ 
ding process that usually happens didn't, and 70 
people went home. 

Palmers had previously indicated buyers would 
anyway have to spend around £300,000 even to 
re-open it as a pub. 

By additionally fixing the minimum price at 
£165,000 they've now self-evidently priced it out 
of the market, despite there being bidders. 


WDDC have said they would never give Palmers 
planning permission for'residential'use on this 
site. 

The Compulsory Purchase Act of 2004 is now 
available to the Council, stating compulsory pur¬ 
chase action can be taken even if it'is likely'to im¬ 
prove the social, economic or environmental 
health of the community. Actually it improves all 
three. 

We trust Councillor Gould at WDDC will now re¬ 
quest the District Valuer to provide a definitive, 
transparent third party valuation all can fairly have 
confidence in, ascertain if there are buyers at that 
price, pre-agree a back-to-back contract avoiding 
the council itself spending any tax-payers money, 
and then pay Palmers the fair compulsory pur¬ 
chase price. 

Such a process enabled the Conservative West 
Norfolk Council to force successful re-opening of 
its Great Massingham pub.

was how and why I be¬ 
came who I am today. 

“I was 25-years-old 
with a wife and two chil¬ 
dren and I thought my life 
was plain sailing. Then I 
got divorced and had to 
rethink my own life, I 
went through a long 
process of thinking, what 
is my purpose? What 
will I do with the rest of 
my life? Then it came to 
me. Help people.” 

It was this realisation 
that has led him to find 
his true calling in life as 
he became a full-time 
counsellor, life coach and 
hypnotherapist. Prior to 
retraining again, he was a 
qualified sports therapist 
and worked with football, 
rugby and sports teams in 
fitness and injury rehabil¬ 
itation as well as individ¬ 
uals with medical 
conditions. 

“I found out a long time 
ago when working as a 
sports therapist that what¬ 
ever people come to see 
me for was very often a 
symptom of something 
else entirely,” he said. “I 
began to realise that at 
least half of anyone’s 
condition is mind con¬ 
trolled and therefore can 
easily be remedied. 

“So I began training to

the doctors with a bad 
back, for example, but no 
one has spent time talk¬ 
ing to them to find out 
they were stressed at 
work for example and 
that was the route cause 
of the back pain, and 
then given pain killers in¬ 
stead of coping strategies 
for stress and anxiety. 

“So in that way I look 
at the wider issues, at 
things going on not just 
the problem,” he said, 
“literally thinking out¬ 
side the box. My aim is 
to bring all the therapies 
into one place. My 
clients are not just seeing 
a counsellor or a life 
coach but someone that 
looks at you and works 
out what the best route is 
for you. It is as simple as 


that. I approach things 
in every practical way 
and this can have fan¬ 
tastic results very 
quickly.” 

So what is the secret 
to achieving your own 
success? 

“First of all sit down 
and really think about 
what is you want for 
yourself,” he said. 
“Secondly think about 
how these changes are 
going to make your life 
better and imagine how 
good that feels.

Triple whammy for drivers in 
new year warns 1AM 


THE 1AM is warning that serious deterio¬ 
ration in the condition of many UK roads, 
due to severe winter weather, could be 
even worse than last year as the country's 
roads thaw out. The pothole-ridden state 
of the UK's roads coincides with a double 
increase in the price of running a vehicle, 
with a 0.76 p increase in fuel duty on 1 
January and the VAT increase to 20 per 
cent on the 4th. 

Neil Greig, 1AM Director of Policy and 
Research, said: "Drivers will be rightly in¬ 
censed that cutbacks on essential road 
spending are taking place while they are 
being forced to dig deeper to stay mobile. 
A car is not a luxury item and if running 
costs go up, the household budget will 
have to be cut elsewhere to compensate." 

The 1AM want some of the new duties 
and taxes to be earmarked for road re¬ 
pairs and road safety measures. Every 
year the government raises more than 
£25billion in fuel tax and £13billion in VAT 
from road users. It makes long-term eco¬ 
nomic sense to keep investing in better 
roads now to save even higher bills in the 
future. 

Mr Greig continued: "While cuts to the 
budget for road repairs are frustrating 
drivers must learn how to deal with the 
state of the roads today, so bear in mind 
the following tips for safely navigating 
potholes and broken surfaces": 

• Leave plenty of room between you and 
the vehicle in front so that you can see 
the road surface before you drive or ride 
over it. 

• If you do hit a pothole, check your tyres 


once you've stopped. Examine the inner 
as well as the outer tyre wall, which may 
have been damaged. 

• Get the wheel alignment (tracking) 
checked as well; an impact with a pothole 
can easily disturb the adjustment, result¬ 
ing in rapid tyre wear and affecting the 
car's handling. 

• Avoid suddenly pulling out to avoid a 
pothole - there might be a motorcyclist 
trying to get past you, or you could enter 
the path of an oncoming vehicle 

• Potholes can be even more dangerous 
for cyclists and motorcyclists; give them 
plenty of room to steer past them. They 
are entitled to a wobble and would ap¬ 
preciate not having a motorist trying to 
overtake as they are taking avoiding ac¬ 
tion. 

• Potholes tend to reappear in the same 
place as previous repairs fail - remember 
where you've seen one and expect it to 
be there again. 

• Be extra vigilant on roads with lots of lor¬ 
ries, and around bus stops. Extra pressure 
is put on the road surface wherever heavy 
vehicles stop, start or turn. 

Mr Greig continued:"Anticipation, plan¬ 
ning and good forward vision will help 
you spot that lethal pothole and help 
avoid unwanted extra bills for new tyres 
and wheels. You can reduce your running 
costs right away by adopting advanced 
driving techniques or taking an eco-dri- 
ving course which have been shown to 
deliver immediate savings of up to 30 per 
cent in fuel consumption."

New Year sees Buckler beat the bogey 


THE New Year finally saw Bob 
Buckler break the worst losing se¬ 
quence in his training career 
when Crank Hill romped home 
in the Billy Williams Memorial 
Novices' Handicap Hurdle at Exeter 
non New Years Day. 

The nine-year-old having his 
first run since March following a 
throat operation in the summer, 
led the field from the off, and 
Nathan Sweeney, who gave him 
a superb ride, made his bid for 
victory as they approached the 
turn for home. 

Only the Philip Hobbs trained 
Calusa Shadow was able to com¬ 
pete, but when he stumbled at 
the third last. Crank Hill kept his 
nerve with a gutsy display to win 
by six lengths from 
Brunette'sonly who passed the 
fading Calusa Shadow near the 
line. 

Buckler was not only delighted 
but relieved at the success that 
had finally broken a sequence on 
57 races without success. 

"I am obviously delighted, but 
he ran a great race seeing he has 


been out for nine months and 
kept galloping to the line." 

I had actually started writing 
the winning story 48 hours earlier 
as Mizzurka ridden by BBC 
Sports Personality of the Year and 
champion jockey A P McCoy 
moved two lengths clear of 
Lucy's Perfect in the toteswinger 
Flexi Betting Mares' Novices' Hurdle 
at Taunton. 

She seemed to have run the 
perfect race having moved 
alongside Tom Scudamore's 
mount two from home. 

They landed over the last to¬ 
gether but Mizzurka got away 
quicker and seemed to be coast¬ 
ing home. 

I had already thought of the 
headline when Lucy's Perfect ap¬ 
peared to pick up and in a driving 
finish beat Buckler's horse by a 
neck. 

"She had the race won but 
jinked at the wood chip crossing 
where you turn into the paddock 
abut 100m from the line, and lost 
momentum," bemoaned Buckler. 

"It was really bad luck as she 


would have won otherwise." 

All of Buckler's other horses 
over the post-Christmas period 
bar two gave encouraging per¬ 
formances. 

On the sameTaunton card, four- 
year-old Tiger Breeze who 

joined the stable in the summer, 
gave a much improved perform¬ 
ance in his third hurdle race, the 
50/1 shot finishing a fine fourth 
behind the three top fancied 
horses and well clear of the rest 
of the field. 

"He needs to learn to relax and 
settle. He fought too hard and as 
a result used too much energy 
early on, but it was a much better 
performance." 

The young and the older took 
on each other in the last race of 
the day, the totepool A Better Way 
To Bet Handicap Chase over 2 
miles 7 furlongs, with five-yearold 
Ballyeagan showing that he is 
one to watch for the future finish¬ 
ing a close second to the much 
fancied Sultan Fontenaille in a 
driving finish. 

Stable mate River Indus led for 


a lot of the way under claimer 
Joshua Moore, son of Gary 
Moore, in the 10-year-old's first 
run for six months, and as ex¬ 
pected got a bit tired to finish a 
very respectable close eighth. 

Ballyeagan meanwhile, ridden 
by Sweeney started his challenge 
four out, but appeared to have 
lost his chance when Buckler's 
stable jockey dropped his whip 
after they hit the last. 

However they rallied and in a 
storming finish force his way back 
in to snatch second by a head 
and a nose in a three way battle. 

Of River Indus Buckler said:"He 
will come on for the run. It was his 
first race for a while and just got 
a bit tired but he was fairly close 
at the finish. 

"Ballyeagan could have done 
with a little bit further and a bit 
softer ground, but it was a very 
encouraging run." 

Sulpius took on some good 
horses in the Heroes 'All Horses De¬ 
serve A Future' Introductory Hurdle 
at Newbury the day before, and 


finished a very creditable sev¬ 
enth. 

In only his third race, the 200/1 
rank outsider was third four out 
but tailed off slightly but gave an 
encouraging performance. 

"It was a very satisfactory run in 
one of the highest class novice 
hurdle races. He ran a nice race 
and jumped well." 

Following Crank Hill's success 
on New Year's Day, one of Buck¬ 
ler's string of young horses 
Champagne Rosie made her 
debut in the Bathwick Tyres 
Taunton Maiden Open NH Flat 
Race and finished a very cred¬ 
itable fifth behind two previous 
winners, one who was disquali¬ 
fied and therefore retained its 
handicap position. 

"She ran a bit green, but she 
stayed on and is a lovely filly that 
tries her best." 

The only disappointment of the 
day was Silver Sutton whose rac¬ 
ing career started and ended in 
the Thurlestone Hotel 'National 
Hunt' Novices' Hurdle when he 


was pulled up having broken a 
blood vessel. 

The eight-year-old was having 
his first ever race after being 
trained to go racing after a series 
of problems. 

"We were aware this might hap¬ 
pen, and it was unfortunate as he 
is a lovely horse, but he won't 
race again now; it would be a 
waste of both the owner's money 
and our time. 

However he has a lovely tem¬ 
perament and might well now be 
retrained to go showjumping." 

Cullahill got too close to fence 
in the At The Races Sussex Na¬ 
tional (Handicap Chase) at Plump- 
ton on Sunday and fell on 
landing, one of several who didn't 
complete the course. 

"The fences are big at Plumpton 
so you need to be very accurate, 
and it takes it out of the horse. 

The ground was a bit too soft 
for him and he caught the top of 
one of them, but is okay from the 
fall. Several others fell or pulled 
up in what was a testing race."

It was great however to get the news 
from down under that the Ashes had 
been retained, on December 29th. 

PREVIEW 

WHILE the other two clubs begin 2011 
with home fixtures, WEYMOUTH play 
away from home and travel to WARMIN¬ 
STER, a side who lie a couple of places 
below them in the Dorset & Wilts League 


Division One (South). 

I see that Weymouth made home ad¬ 
vantage count pretty decisively when the 
sides met back in September, winning by 
more then 20 points. 

Warminster's strength lies in their pack 
however and underfoot conditions will 
certainly favour a forward game on Sat¬ 
urday next. 

Weymouth can win this one, for their 
pack is capable of achieving parity of 
possession. If it can do so, the ball can be 
sent wide where their pace should be a 
telling factor. 

What they must not do is to engage in 
an arm wrestle with the home eight for 
that would be playing Warminster's 
game. It will most certainly be a closer 
encounter than the one that took place 
last autumn. 

DORCHESTER resume their campaign 
with a home game against strugglers 
MARLBOROUGH, a side whom they 
bested comfortably after a high scoring 


encounter at Marlborough earlier in the 
season. 

It so happened that I watched the visi¬ 
tors win a relegation battle at Bridport a 
few weeks ago, and described their per¬ 
formance on that day as having more 
honest endeavour than spark. 

The main reason that they laboured to 
a win over a poor home side was their 
rather ineffectual link at half back, some¬ 
thing of which they were well aware, but 
felt that state of affairs that had been 
forced on them by injury. 

Even if Marlborough have rectified that 
situation, I do think that Dorchester will 
be too strong all round and will win with 
a bit to spare; although the margin of the 
win will depend rather on the length of 
the clubfs own injury list. 

The BRIDPORT first side's struggle 
against relegation continues with a 
home game against SHERBORNE. 

The game at Sherborne took place on

For the life of me, I cannot see any re¬ 
sult other than a bonus point win for the 
visitors on Saturday, with Bridport's woes 
continuing.

I GUESS with the Aussies in poor form and staring down 
the barrel of an Ashes defeat, the attempt on Boxing Day 
to create the largest attendance for a test match at the 
MCG was a big ask writes Stuart Broom. 

In the end, like its cricketers, the attempt ended in failure; 
the crowd of 84000+ fell well short of the 90,800 that at¬ 
tended the Australia v West Indies test match in 1961. 

However ice hockey legend George Beach who retired 
to Bridport with his wife Jean several years ago, brought 
news of a successful attendance breaker that happened 
in Michigan, USA three weeks ago when 113,411 people 
watched Michigan'Wolverines'beat Michigan State 5-0 to 
create a new Guinness Book of Records feat. 

George, now 84-years-old, is a Canadian by birth but is 


recognised as one of Great Britain's greatest ice hockey 
stars having played for Wembley Lions in the post war 
years before retiring in 1967 and then coaching the GB 
national side in the Ice Hockey World Championships. 

He and Jean still has friends and family both in Canada 
and the USA, and it was a friend that sent him the cutting 
showing the amazing scenes at the Michigan Stadium, 
home of the NFL Wolverines team. 

Asked the largest crowd he played in front of in his ca¬ 
reer, George said:"Around 30,000 in Stockholm and Berlin, 
which at the time was huge for ice hockey, but this beats 
all."
